T h at she had to perform 
m an's w ork on the farm and he fre ­ 
quently beat her. W hen she threatened 
to tell of his b ru tal conduct he th re a t­ 
ened to kill her. 
T h a t he abused her 
m other and th reaten ed to nail them up 
In the house and burn them alive. 
“It 
w as In one of his fits of rage th a t Ed 
M arlin chanced to pass by and heard 
m y scream s, and I th reaten ed to tell 
Ed H arlin of how he treated me, when 
Louis H unt, m y brother, said lf F.d 
H arlin ever crossed his path he would 
leave him in the woods, m eaning he 
would kill him . 
“I have never been a t the H arlin 
house but a few tim es, and th a t was 
while Mrs. M arlin w as there, and I 
never knew of the killing until a fte r It 
had happened. 
I never told m y m other 
w hat had happened. 
W hen I saw my 
brother dead I did not have the least 
pity for him, nor hav" I regretted it 
Since. 
M any tim es during the last few 
years I would have killed him m yself 
lf I could have done so. T he only PMCS 
I have h ad in all m y life is since he is 
dead, as he w as continually raising 
troubl" w ith me. 
A short tim e ago I 
m ade him a new su it of underw ear, and 
because I w orked on the underw ear on 
F rid ay he took the clothes out and 
chopped them into sm all pieces w ith an 
ax and then burned the cloth up in 
th* stove. If he had any friends In the 
com m unity I did not know who they 
were. My m other and I have oftentim es 
offered to give Louis H unt all the p ro p ­ 
e rty we owned if he would let us go 
aw ay and live to ourselves, but he a l­ 
w ays refused and th reaten ed to kill us 
lf we continued our offers. 
My brother 
alw ays kept w hisky about the place 
and w hen he would take fits of m ad ­ 
ness he would drink heavily. 
I do not 
regret th a t m y b ro th er is dead, and I 
am w illing to go before the Judge and 
Jury and tell the tru e story so th a t the 
world m ay know m y sto ry of the affair 
and of m y connection w ith it.”

H. Q. Larsh Here Looking; to 
the 
Es­ 


tablishment of Five Routes Lead­ 


ing Out of Bryan. 


Mr. H. G. Larsh of Oklahoma, 
who is in the rural free mail de­ 
livery department of the postal 
service has been here several days 
making a thorough investigation 
with a view to establishing five 
rural free mail delivery routes 
leading out on that m any of the 
principal roads of the county. His 
work will continue several days 
longer, and when it is finished he 
he will make a report that will de­ 
termine the matter. Mr. Larsh has 
been over a considerable part of 
the county, and stated to an Eagle 
reporter Sunday that the prospect 
looks favorable to him, from which 
it may be inferred that his report 
will be favorable and that the 
routes will be established. 
The 
routes will be nine or ten miles 
long, limit being twelve miles and 
back, or twenty-four miles. 
They 
carriers will leave Bryan about IO 
o’clock in toe morning and return 
in the evening, the service being 
daily. 
The establishment of these 
routes will be a great convenience 
to the town people as well as the 
country people, and is a step for­ 
ward which the Eagle is anxious 
to see taken. 
Mr. 
Larsh’s 
work 
embraces 
surveying and mapping out the 
routes, measuring distances, 
etc., 
and is no small job. 
The map he 
will make will indicate the home 
of every patron of each of the five 
routes, which will give quite an 
efficient service 
throughout 
the 
county. 
Previous to the coming of Mr. 
Larsh lists were circulated though- 
out the county and liberally sign­ 
ed to secure the rural free mail de­ 
livery service. 
The matter was 
taken up some months ago in the 
business league and a committee 
including T. R. Batte and Tyler 
Haswell appointed, and have been 
instrumental in bringing the matter 
to the present favorable status, 
with the assistance of Postmaster 
J. A. Myers.
